SHATTUCK' S MAY 7/8 VISIT TO GENEVA: 

(BEGIN STATEMENT) IN RESPONSE TO INCREASING AMERICAN 
CONCERN OVER THE TRAGIC HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION IN RWANDA 
AND TO UNDERLINE THE NEED TO STOP THE BLOODSHED IN THAT 
COUNTRY, U.S. ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF STATE FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS, JOHN SHATTUCK, TRAVELLED 
TO THE REGION THIS WEEK. 

DURING THE TRIP, MR. SHATTUCK CONSULTED WITH SEVERAL 
REGIONAL LEADERS. HE MET WITH SALIM A. SALIM, THE 
SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY. 
HE MET WITH OFFICIALS OF THE GOVERNMENT OF TANZANIA, 
FACILITATOR OF THE ARUSHA PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. HE 
TRAVELED TO KAMPALA TO MEET WITH KEY OFFICIALS THEREAND 
TO BUJUMBURA TO CONSULT WITH OFFICIALS OF THE GOVERNMENT 
OF BURUNDI.
